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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Group and/or Art Unit location of your application in the PTO has changed. To aid 
in correlating any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this application 
should be directed to Group Art Unit 3742. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it should avoid using phrases which 
can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns" "The disclosure defined by this invention", 
"The disclosure describes", "The present invention relates", "According to the present invention", 
etc. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The drawings filed 7-5-01 are objected to by the Examiner because "Figure 1 " should be 
labelled as "PRIOR ART" or "CONVENTIONAL ART" . Correction is required. 

4. A highlighted (preferably red ink) sketch of the changes to be incorporated into the new 
drawings and/or a new set of formal drawings with the proper correction is required in response 
to this Office action for approval by the Examiner. Failure to take corrective action will result in 
abandonment of this application. No changes will be permitted to be made, other than correction 
of informalities, unless the examiner has approved the proposed changes. 
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5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The term "a hood function" at line 3 of claim 1 is not understood and needs to be defined. 
Clarification and correction are required. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1, 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Yoshimura et al (US 4,3 14, 126). 

As shown in the Figure, suction port 10 is the claimed suction grill, fans 7 and 1 1 are the 
claimed ventilation motor assembly and transformer 6 and magnetron 1 are the claimed electric 
equipments in the flow path (see col. 2, line 20-62). 


8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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9. Claims 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yoshimura et al (US 4,3 14, 126), in view of Schwaderer et al (US 4,618,756). 

Yoshimura discloses the claimed invention except for the location of the magnetron. 
Schwaderer shows that it is well known in the art of microwave oven to place the magnetron at 
the top of a sidewall of the microwave oven cavity for feeding microwave energy into the cavity 
(see Figures 2 and 5 and col. 3, line 22- col. 4, line 25). It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Yoshimura to mount 
the magnetron on a sidewall for feeding microwave energy into the oven cavity for better 
microwave heating effect, in view of the teaching of Schwaderer. 

10. The prior art made of record below is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure: 
Braunisch (US 6,218,654) and Kang (US 6,278,099) are further cited to show microwave 

ovens having a cooling device with various features as claimed.
